could have been form ed by agencies 
of m inor importance.

You will recall that this 
great depression was finally fill­ 
ed, the sea driven back, and the 
isolated lakes dried up. T h e

T ake for comparison the 
fox, a beautiful little fellow, cleanly, 
capable of being tamed, sharp-faced, 
bright-eyed, b u t so dum b as to be 
caught repeatedly in th e same trap, 
in the same location, any old night 
the trap is set. 
Now, a coyote may 
possibly be caught once by an expert 
trapper but if th e coyote happens to 
get away or is turned loose, he be­ 
comes about th e most difficult animal 
to trap again. 
A coyote learns th o r­ 
oughly from ju st one lesson. 


T here are few anim als 
on 
four legs as sw ift as th e coyote; 
he can catch a jackrabbit, but 
here is the point, the coyotes 
usually hunt rabbits in pairs, one 
chases ,the 
rabbit, 
th e other 
waits for th e rabbit to circle 
back and th en 
takes 
up 
the 
chase, putting the jackrabbit at 
a deadly disadvantage. A nd the 
coyote was n o t included in the 
“W h o ’s W h o ” of anim al intel­ 
ligence. 


Last summer I met the state coyote 
trapper, away back in th e high coun­ 
try north of th e Kings River C an ­ 
yon. 
H e and his assistant with all 
the best equipm ent,

they trapped I do not know as I had 
caught my limit of golden trout and 
packed out for other m ountain coun­ 
try.

A PO IN T O F G R A M M A R 
Editor, Record: 
A grammarian protests against my 
statem ent in The Record that the Eng­ 
lish language has no gender. He (or 
she) maintains that "gender is indis­ 
pensable in any language because it 
conveys the idea of sex,” a theory 
which to me hae always seemed quite 
absurd. 
Sex is an attribute of persons or of 
.uiraals or of plants, while gramma­ 
tical gender is an attribute of words. 
Gender is an inflection, no more or 
less. 
It does not necessarily imply 
or connote sex. Every noun In Latin 
has gender, yet most of these nouns 
are names of Inanimate things. Then 
can they signify sex? In Spanish, for 
Instance, there are six genders. After 
masculine, feminine, and neuter, what 
aort of sex do the other three genders 
denote? 
Let us consider the Spanish more 
fully, since it is so close to tie. It will 
ahow us what gender really means, 
and it ought to prove to us that Eng­ 
lish hasn't any. 
All Spanish nouns 
are inflected for gender, but only a 
few of them, comparatively, imply that 
there is sex in their objects. 
Grada, 
feminine fn genrrer, nimn» « «vop, Í,t,e 
so does grado, whose gender is mascu­ 
line. 
Any distinction of sex there? 
Cabeza, head, is a feminine noun, but | 
cabezorro, big head, is a masculine 
aoun. Has the sex. either of the word 
or of its object, been miraculously re­ 
versed? Vuestra merced (your Grace) 
is of the feminine gender, but it can 
be said to a duke as well as to a 
duchess. 
A sentence can be written 
in Spanish, using a noun of the fem­ 
inine gender to describe a person with­ 
out disclosing the sex of the person, 
or the sentence can even be so w rit­ 
ten that the feminine name will refer 
to a male person. 
"The victim (fem­ 
inine noun) fell JStttUn-hls_own door- 
wey.” 
Would It be possible to wrtte- 
thns if gender were a device for de­ 
noting sex? 
True enough, we have special ter­ 
minations in English for names that 
are otherwise sexless, such as poetees, 
directress, aviatrix, and the like, but 
these are independent words in their 
own right, and some of them are being 
discarded in favor of generic names 


that do not indicate sex. In the sam e 
way, there are feminlne-form nouns 
in Spanieli which, because they de­ 
note only males er male offices, a re 
inflected as though they were m ascu­ 
line, an arrangement which prevents 
confusion and vague condfi Jttions. 
Lo, Spanish neuter, is the nearest 
equivalent of our neuter "the,” bu t 
whereas our article must be used in 
every definite case, whether we are 
speaking of malee or of females, Span­ 
iards wouldn’t get to first base using 
only their neuter, wpien a noun has 
gender, that gender is shared by Its 
qualifying adjectives. Thus, in Span­ 
ish, tree is masculine, house is fem ­ 
inine, so if we w a n t-te -'a y “A tall 
tree” we use the entirely masculine 
"üu árbol alto," but “A tall house” 
is all feminine, "Una casa alta.” There 
is no gender In the English adjective 
“tall," for the very good reason th a t 
our nouns tree and house have no 
gender to impart to it. 
To sum up: 
When a language has 
gender it has It, and how. 
It is so 
full of gender that there is almost no 
escaping it—it pursues the poor stu­ 
dent in his dveams—while in our un- 
iuflected English we use certain son- 
sexed nouns merely to denote male or 
female objects.' Trie only sex element 
a word can possess must arise from 
the association it has established in 
our minds.

But it is not debatable 
that during the last two years there 
has been an astonishing 
and 
un­ 
precedented development of the Fed­ 
eral bureaucracy. There are now 30 
agencies, wholly or partially supported 
by Federal funds, or directly under 
governmental supervision, which have 
the power to make loans. Here is a 
partial list—and few will find many of 
the names familiar: 
CBC (Central Bank for Coopera­ 
tives)—Makes loans to large coopera­ 
tive association to finance the sale of 
farm products and the development of 
better marketing facilities. 
CCC (Commodity Credit 
Corpora­ 
tion)—Works to stabilize the m arket­ 
ing of farm products, by making pur­ 
chases in the open market and encour­ 
aging, with financial aid, the creation 
of marketing agreements among pro­ 
ducers. 
ECPLO (Emergency Crop Produc­ 
tion Loan Office)—Makes loans, 
for 
crop production purposes, to farmers 
who cannot obtain credit from other 
Governmental agencies. 
EHFA (Electric Home and Farm 
Authority)—Is making possible 
the 
sale of electric labor-saving devices at 
extremely low prices, by cutting inter­ 
est and financing charges. 
FCUS (Federal Credit Union Sys­ 
tem)—This bureau is backed and su­ 
pervised by the government, but re-j 
ceives no public money. 
It promotes 
cooperative association in order to 
provide members with a source 
of 
short-term credit. 
FEFA (Federal Emergency Admin­ 
istration)—Grants money to states for 
loans to farmers, and finances home­ 
steaders in the Rural Industrial Com­ 
munity projects. 
FLB (Federal Land Banks)—Makes 
mortgage loans on farm lands. 
HOLC (Home Owners’ Loan Cor­ 
poration)—Relieves home-owners 
by 
taking over mortgages which 
they 
cannot meet, and replacing them with 
new mortgages whose terms are much 
easier. 
PCA (Production Credit 
tlons)—Makes general farm loons 
PWA (Public Works 
Administra­ 
tion)—Most famous of the bureaus, 
and most important. Makes loans to 
states, cities, counties, railroads and 
some other types of corporations for 
improvements and developments. 
PWEHC (Public Works Emergency 
Housing 
Corporation)—Designed 
to 
stimulate the building of low cost 
homes, by making long time loans on 
highly favorable terms. Due to a de­ 
cision against it by Comptroller of the 
Currency J. R. McCarl, its work is be­ 
ing handled at present by the PWA. 
RFC (Reconstruction Finance Cor­ 
poration)—A 
holdover 
from 
the 
Hoover regime. 
Provides emergency 
capital for financing agricultural and 
industrial undertakings. 
TVA (Tennessee Valley Authority) 
Builds municipal power plants in 
towns in the Muscle Shoals Area, pro­ 
vides them with power at wholesale 
rates, and sells them the plants on the 
"easy payment" plan. 
USSBB 
(United States Shipping 
Board Bureau)—Lends to American 
ship-building concerns. 
There, as A1 Smith would say, is 
the record. 
Functions that, a few 
years ago, were considered the exclu­ 
sive provinces of states or private in 
terests have been taken over by the 
Federal government in the course of 
Us great recovery drive. 
Administra­ 
tion supporters say that 
the 
new 
bureaus are essential, that they are 
doing an invaluable work which only 
the Federal government can adequate­ 
ly do—Administration critics 
shake 
their heads, denounce what they be­ 
lieve is a trend toward Fascism. The 
average citizen, faced with a multitude 
of dissenting opinions and persuasive 
arguments, is in a continual daze.

These are an ad valorem tax and 
an increase in the sales tax. 
With conservative estimates placing

form of revenue, the necessity of pro­ 
viding $164,000,000 becomes acute in 
the eyes of tax experts at Sacramento. 
"It can be done but It would be 
painful." said Ray L. Riley, state con­ 
troller. 
“The problem becomes still more 
grave, they point out, when it is con­ 
sidered th at the $164,000,000 would 
not provide a cent for Increased old 
age pensions, a demand which might 
run the figure up six or twelve million 
dollars more in the biennium, Riley 
estimated. 
66 Million Dollar Yield 
The highest levy the state could 
impose through an ad valorem 
tax 
would yield, Riley said about $66,­ 
000.000. 
While mention of such a tax is 
anathema to some and frequently has 
created a storm of protest, Riley point­ 
ed out th at it is foregone by the leg­ 
islature, property owners will 
have 
gained a tax reduction of 40 percent 
in the three years beginning in 1933. 
When the sales tax was imposed 
under the Riiey-Stewart plan, it took 
the place of $80,000.000, a biennium 
formerly paid by the property owners. 
It cut their taxes 20 percent. 
At the end of this biennium in June, 
privately owned public utility proper­ 
ties will be freed of state taxation un­ 
der the plan, thus adding another 20 
percent reduction unless county taxes, 
to which rolls the properties will be 
returned are increased. 
Meanwhile. Riley pointed out,

Proposals have been heard to divert 
some of the $50,000,000 obtained bien­ 
nially by the gasoline tax but legisla­ 
tive sentim ent 
looms large against 
such a possibility. 
Earl Lea Kelly, director of public 
works, pointed out that the gasoline 
tax is supporting 23,000 employes in 
the state on relief and construction 
projects and 5,000 department work­ 
ers. Division of it would merely force 
some of these people on to other re­ 
lief rolls, he said, or in effect 
take 
them off one roll and put them on 
another. 
A plan considered more iractical 
by observers is an increase of one 
cen_ in the three-cent gasoline tax, 
which would net about $20.000,000 a 
biennium. 
A third tax possibility undergoing 
study is a severance levy on crude 
oil of five cents a barrel. 
It is esti­ 
mated it would yield $25,000,000. With 
the gasoline tax revenue it would cut 
the $76.000,000 shortage of $21,000,000 
Governor Merriam has talked of the 
possibility of an income tax .saying 
it might be “necessary” and it was 
anticipated it might be substituted 
for the severance or increased gaso­ 
line tax. 
Based on 20 percent of the 
federal levy, it would net about $20,­ 
000,000 a biennium. 
From that point on a variety 
of 
smaller taxes might be available for 
social legislation. 
Such levies and 
their revenue possibilities follow: 
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the "desert mix’’ generally used on 
highways in this district.

Market hunters have used 
many 
means to supply contraband fish and 
game, hut it remained for a couple 
of men, evidently duck hunters, to pro­ 
duce something—or rather try to pro­ 
duce something—in the way of killing 
waterfowl to sell. 
Two men came Into the office of 
Ignatius McCarthy, San 
Francisco, 
coast representative of an Eastern 
chemical company, makers of various 
gaBes used by the army and police. 
They desired McCarthy 
to provide 
them with specially made cartridges 
filled with a tear gas that could he 
fired from a long range gun. 
They 
explained they wanted this kind of a 
cartridge for shooting ducks, that they 
could etand off a long distance and 
fire a few cartridges into a flock of 
ducks or geese and then before they 
conld recover from the effects of the 
gas, pick up an automobile load and 
beat it. 
W ith inaxtn silences and 
such 
a 
cartridge they represented they conld 
make some good hanls in night shoot­ 
ing, if the gas wonld do what they ex­ 
pected it to do. 
McCarthy asked them to return at 
a later date and he would eee what he 
conld do to furnish them with the gas 
cartridges. 
Evidently becoming suspicious, the 
men failed to return. 
It is unlawful to hunt any game in 
California with chemicals, and night 
shooting by any means is illegal. For 
waterfowl nothing larger than a 10- 
gauge shot gun may be used, and the 
Federal regulations place the legal 
time for hunting these birds at from 
sun up to sun down. So If the parties 
who desired gas cartridges for their 
guns had been successful they would 
have found plenty of game laws to 
make their experiment expensive.

STATE INCOME TAX? 
In attempting to wipe out its huge defiicit 
California may resort to a state income tax. That 
would be an innovation for this state. 
Governor Merriam broached the possibility 
of such a tax last month in a speech before a group 
of San Bernardino business men. He neither in­ 
dorsed it nor opposed it, saying he mentioned it 
to obtain the reaction of the people. 
Asked recently what response he had receiv­ 
ed and the tone of it, he replied: : 
“It has been favorable.” 
Controller Riley, veteran tax expert, has es­ 
timated that an income levy based upon 20 per 
cent of the Federal rates would return about $10,­ 
000,000 a year to California. 
The need of such a tax, as well as a series 
of other new revenue levies, was illustrated re­ 
cently in an estimate by Riley that California faces 
a possible deficit of $124,000,000, without spend­ 
ing any money for unemployment relief, in the 
next biennium unless some measures are taken to 
produce additional income. 
The Governor declined to say whether the in­ 
come tax would be included in liis budgetary taxa­ 
tion and legislative program, which he expects to 
present to. the people before Christmas. 
He was asked what reaction had been re­ 
ceived toward proposals of a thirty-hour week and 
replied it has “not been so good.” 


PRISON CAMP 
Removal of the county prison camp to con­ 
struct the proposed Banning-Idylhvild road ap­ 
pears an early development, since a lease has been 
signed for the campsite. This action follows long 
and heated controversy, in which the debate at 
times became very bitter. 
The new road will open up an artery of travel 
which is destined to become one of the most pop- 
u l& r R i o t o r l’o a d u in C a l i f o r n i a m o u n t a i n s . 


FLORIDA HIT HARD 
The misfortunes which have been brought 
upon Florida citrus fruit and vegetable growers 
may work to the benefit of California producers. 
The killing frosts which have almost totally 
destroyed products of the farms and orchards in 
some portions of the farthest southeastern state 
will have the effect of cutting down supply and 
stimulating markets generally. 
In Imperial valley, the lettuce acreage is small­ 
er than normally, the quality is good and the out­ 
look is encouraging for the best deal growers of 
that community have experienced in many years. 
Portions of Arizona have been hit by freezing 
weather and the lettuce shipments from the Salt 
River valley and the Eloy district have been great­ 
ly reduced. With the added Florida disaster there 
appears to be little likelihood of glutted markets 
and ruinous competition this year. 
Which again proves that “it is an ill wind that 
blows no good”—or words to that effect. 


RAIN! 
Nature furnished a generous pre-Christmas 
gift to California in the form of a copious and 
wide-spread rain — and California beamed its 
thanks. 
Prophets of scientific turn said this 
year 
would be another dry season. Maybe it will be 
just that, but present developments appear to 
deny the accuracy of such predictions. 
The farmer and fruit groers are glad, of 
course, and so should all California be. 
These 
rains, so far in penetration 
over a drought- 
scorched land, mean that our wildflower crop will 
be a bumper one and that tourists by the thou­ 
sands will be attracted here. The tourist crop is 
about the best yet. 


KIDNAPING DOGS 
Now that this great nation is up on its hind­ 
legs and ready to fight crime on a large scale, it 
is interesting to learn that the kidnaping of pedi­ 
greed dogs has become a racket. 
The pooch snatching racket now extends 
from coast to coast, with a network of delivery 
points and interstate bus service. Pups picked up 
in New York may be retailed in Des Moines or San 
Francisco, as pedigreed dogs with phoney regis­ 
trations.

WAR AND PROFITS 
The nation will applaud any efforts President 
Roosevelt may make to end illegitimate and exor­ 
bitant private profits in time of war. Much study 
has been devoted to this subject in the past few 
years, and a commission appointed in 1930 re­ 
ported in 1932 an elaborate program, no part of 
which, however, has been enacted into law. 
A 
principal point in this program was giving power 
to the President to stabilize and adjust prices. 
Another was a tax of 95 per cent on all individual 
and corporate incomes above the average of the 
previous three years. 
The new commission named by the President, 
under the chairmanship of Rernard M.. Baruch, 
will have the advantage of this report and the 
data on which it was based; together with the 
data gathered by the Senate committee investi­ 
gating munitions. 
The objections of Senators Vandenberg and 
Nye to the naming of the commission before the 
Senate committee has made its report do not seem 
well taken. 
In general, all the information the 
committee is likely to unearth is already known. 
Anyone who doubts that some of the operations 
of some of the munition companies, here 
and 
abroad, are on the shady side of singularly obtuse. 
The public does not have to have all the details 
to believe that public officials, in various places, 
have been “influenced” to sign favorable muni­ 
tions contracts. It is possible to infer all that from 
the known facts about human nature. If the Pres­ 
ident does desire to choke off the inquiry, a desire 
which he denies, it might well be prompted by the 
actions of the committee in permitting on the 
basis of third or fourth hand hearsay, the smear­ 
ing of the names of respected personages in other 
countries who cannot very well come here to de­ 
fend themselves. 
Such information is quite aside from the ques­ 
tion of what can be done about it, which is a 
rather difficult one. No war in which the United 
States has ever engaged has failed to produce 
large profits for some individuals, and a good deal 
of scandal which has blackened public and pri­ 
vate individuals in about the same degree. Since 
the nation has not at any time failed to have laws 
covering the bribery of public officials, the con­ 
clusion is that laws to prevent illegitimate prac­ 
tices in war are rather ineffective. 
However, all these difficulties are well known 
to the committee and if it can figure out some way 
of avoiding them it will earn gratitude. If it can­ 
not, nothing has been lost. 
Certainly the prob­ 
lem can not be solved by not trying to solve it. 
Taking the profit out of war would eliminate 
one of the principal secret causes of war.—Los 
Angeles Times.

Henderson, in the Calexico Chronicle, writes: 
“Roosevelt Asks Laws to Remove Profit From 
War,” is one of the headlines in the morning news­ 
paper. And I can hear the comrades of the Am­ 
erican Legion exclaiming “Atta boy!” 
The Legion has been trying to sell a similar 
idea to congress for several years. With the war 
veterans and the President lined up togther on 
this proposition the munitions makers and the 
politicians are licked. 
I hope they go a step further and prohibit the 
sale of guns and ammunition to any other nation. 
And while they are about it they might put a ban 
on the sale of machine guns to anyone except au­ 
thorized agencies engaged in the enforcement of 
law. 
The popularity of the President’s program 
will not be limited to war veterans alone. I dare­ 
say that 999 out of every thousand Americans will 
be in accord with the proposal to eliminate profit­ 
eering during a war emergency. 
If I am any judge, the best safeguard we have 
against future wars, as far as the United States 
is concerned, is the attitude of the generation 
which is now coming out of the schools. 
A very large percentage of them have acquir­ 
ed a bitter antipathy toward international con­ 
flict. I don’t know where they get it, but here is 
a typical quotation: 
“Defending our country is a noble 
sounding phrase, but why not face the 
facts, admit the truth and say that war 
is fostered and kept alive for 
private 
profit and greed. Why should I kill a fel­ 
low who happens to be born in another 
country just because some one wants a 
trade advantage? Individual integrity is 
more important than any cause of war. 
When they ask me to march away to kill, 
my answer will be ‘nuts to you.’ ” 
According to old standards that it quite un­ 
patriotic, but it evidently is an honest opinion, 
and it is shared by a very considerable number of

The secret of Indian "spirit paint­ 
ings'' centuries old but still well pre­ 
served. was explained by a scientist 
at W ashington, D. C., who applied 
the technique of a Houdini. 
Among prim itive Indian tribes, the 
pictures were supposed to be the work 
of supernatural forces. 
The 
crude 
paintings of owls, bears, rattlesnakes, 
rainbow s and geom etrical designs ap­ 
peared over night on rocks. 
Dr. John P. H arrington. Sm ithson­ 
ian 
institution 
ethnologist, 
visited 
prim itive Indian trib es of California 
and Arizona. 
Like 
the 
m agician 
Houdini, he refused to believe in the 
supernatural. 
The answ er, he found, 
was that medicine m en did the paint­ 
ing at night with an oil obtained from 
th e cucum berlike fru it of th e chlle- 
cothe plant. 
T he oil was mixed with driest dust 
obtained from scum of iron springs. 
T he combination w ithstood wind, rain 
and frost. 
Paintings 
were 
found 
which were several centuries old and 
w ere little impaired by exposure. 
Dr. Harrington found paintings had 
been m ade by hand or 
with 
long 
yucca sticks which had been chewed

G eorge Bryan Brummel, once th e 
czar o f London's fashion, and the in ti­ 
mate o f kings, princes, lords, and w its, 
died in dire w ant, a victim of his own 
honesty and public spirit. 
G am ing table lossee drove him into 
Calais in 1816. 
In 1830 the influence 
of som e of his few rem aining friends 
obtained for him th e B ritish consul­ 
ship a t Caen.

Latest News ot 
The Aqueduct 


That J. F. Shea Company 
crews 
scored a direct “buH’s eye” in holing 
through the Cottonwood tunnel of the 
Colorado River aqueduct, first major 
bore of the project to he completely 
excavated, wa6 revealed in advices 
reaching Los Angeles from field engi­ 
neers of the Metropolitan W ater dis­ 
trict. 
Working in opposite directions on 
the three and eight-tenths m ile tun­ 
nel, miners blasted through the last 
rock barrier separating them a t 6:25 
o’clock, Wednesday evening, exactly 
seventeen months to the day after the 
launching of work pn the bore. 
The 
tunnel is located approximately 150 
miles east of Los Angeles, northeast 
of Mecca. 
Throughout the course of the job, 
tunnel driving operations w ere car­ 
ried forward from two portals—east 
and west. 
A total of 610 feet of ex­ 
ea’ ation per month was averaged on 
a six-day week basis. 
This record, hailed by construction 
men as remarkable, was made under 
the direction of Gilbert Shea, general 
superintendent on the job, and one of 
the youngest construction 
superin­ 
tendents on the aqueduct line. 
Although four 
shorter 
aqueduct 
tunnel sections heat Cottonwood to 
the "holing through” stage, it is point­ 
ed out th at the latter bore is the first 
major tunnel of the project on which 
excavation has been finished. 
According to plans announced by 
the contractor, the setting up of con­ 
crete mixing and placing equipment 
is being launched immediately. Work 
will be started late In January 
or 
early in February on the placing of 
concrete lining in the bore.
